The following is from "Suaioary of Conversation with It. Gen, Ichiji SUGITA, 

May 16, 1955", prepared by von BRETZ(p): The only interesting bit of informal 

tion SUGlTA gave me in this connection was that ex-Colonel Takushiro HATTORI, 

>dio was one of the leading members of the Japanese historical group and eeemed 
to enjoy the particular confidence of General Charles A. Willoughby, is 
presently heading a private war history research organization assembling 
material on World War II. Associated with him are two other former members of 
the Japanese historical group, ex-Lt. Col. Shiro HARA and ex-Lt. Col. Iwaichi 
FUJIWARA. Diuring njy work with the Japanese group, I came to entertain con- 
siderable distrust . of HATTORI and HARA, who were both strong pro-To jo men and 
seemed more anxious to whitewash the Aimy of war responsibility than to assist 
in preparing an objective histoiy. Also I felt inclined to doubt that their 
"assistance" to G-2 was inspired by any sincere feelings of friendship toward 
the United States. For that reason, I wonder i^HATTORI'e orgaxiization is only 
a historical research outfit and what its objectives are. HATTCRI did publish 
two years ago a 4-volume Japanese war history. However, SUGITA mentioned that 
HATTORI has been travelling around the country lecturing to ex-servicemen. 

It would be useful, perhaps, to know more about these activities. . 
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
